A short distance west of the Palm 
Springs railroad station the road 
curves into a straight stretch leading 
to the junction with the main high­ 
way. 
After rounding this curve, if 
you will look up at the hill directly 
in front, you will see three physio­ 
graphic features, a fossil fan, an ac­ 
tive fan, and a fault scarp. 


T he great trough-like depres­ 
sions in w hich the San Gorgo- 
nio Pass and a large section of 
our desert are located have been 
filled to a large extent by debris 
fans such as that built at the 
mouth of Chino Canyon. 
The 
old fans lie buried beneath each 
other, the uppermost series be­ 
ing concealed by visible active 
fans such as 
those 
extending 
from Chino Canyon and Tah- 
quitz Canyon. In certain locali­ 
ties, such as the Whitewater dis­ 
trict, some of the old inactive 
fans have been disturbed by 
movement along fault 
planes 
and in the particular locality at 
the junction of the Palm Springs 
road with the main highway an 
old fan has been raised to the 
surface and the steep face along 
the front edge is the 
eroded 
fault scarp. Material of this fos­ 
sil fan is being eroded rapidly 
and extending from the gullies 
cut into the fossil fan are sev­ 
eral small active fans of recent 
age, built from the material of 
the fossil fan. 


This instance is only one of a 
number of these features in 
the 
W hitewater district and in San Gor- 
gonio Pass 
If you will look to the 
north while traveling through San 
Gorgonio Pass you will see fossil 
fans, recent fans, and fault scarps. 
Several of the active fans are so ex­ 
tensive that the railroad follows near 
the low er edge; even the highway is 
forced to swing to the south on the 
lower edge of the fans to avoid ex- 
■cessive grades. 


That conspicuous bush with 
yellow flowers and green pods 
tfhttt is so numerous along the 
highway through San Gorgonio 
Pass is Bladder-pod. 
The flow­ 
er has four petals; the leaf is 
trifoliate, that is, the entire com­ 
pound leaf is composed of three 
small leaves. 
Isomesis arbórea 
is the scientific name; Isonieris 
is from Greek meaning equal 
and parts; arbórea means tree­ 
like. 
In this vicinity there 
is 
also a variety of Isonieris ar­ 
bórea called angustata. 
It may 
be identified by the pod which 
is much narrower than that of 
Isonieris arbórea. 
The variety 
name, angustata, means narrow 
and refers to the pod. 


W hitewater Canyon is an inter­ 
esting place, geologically. 
A fault 
runs directly up the valley or rather 
the river cut a canyon along the old 
fault which forms a zone of weak­ 
ness and the running water naturally 
follow ed the easiest course in ex- 
.cavating the canyon. 
On the east­ 
ern side o f W hitewater Canyon are 
fossil fans and a small area of igneous 
rock; on the west side are fossil fans 
anil ,a large area o f igneous rock. 


D r. .'Melvin Hoffman is a vis­ 
itor in the village. Dr. Hoffman 
has devoted his time 
to 
the 
study o f rocks and in scientific 
circles its known as a petrologist.

EDGAR REPORTS G AIN IN 
TAXES ON W INE, BEER 


Taxes assessed on beer and wine in 
California totaled $106,547 during Jan­ 
uary, Ray BMgar, m em ber of the state 
board of equalization, announced this 
week. 
"T his am ount was slightly larger 
than the corresponding m onth in 1965, 
when the beer and w ine tax yielded 
$106,458,” E dgar said. 
“Beer and wine consum ed by Cali­ 
fornians in January totaled 5,327,325 
gallons,” E dgar stated. 


"D istribution of beer totaled 3.626,­ 
898 gallons, with 1,700,477 gallons of 
wine m aking up the balance. Califor­ 
nia made beer continued in popularity 
with local consum ers, 86 per cent of 
the total being m anufactured by local 
brewers. 
California w ine continued 
to be the overwhelm ing choice in this 
state. 
Less than three per cent of 
wine purchased here w as imported," 
Edgar explained . 


"Cham pagne and sparkling wines, 


taxed at three cents a pint, resulted 


in revenue of $3264 during January,” 


E dgar said, "w ith 108.797 pints being 


consum ed.” 


A PLE A TO UNCLE SAM 
Gradually, the business of providing 
relief for the unemployed in Califor­ 
nia is working tow ard a crisis that we 
can no longer pretent to ignore. 
L ast week Frank Y. 
McLaughlin 
state director of WPA, got a wire from 
W ashington saying our quota could 
not exceed 150,000 men, when already 
we have 154,000 on works relief and 
had hoped to transfer 30,000 
mori 
from direct relief, which is becoming 
too big a load for the SRA to carry. 
letter, press dispatches from W ash­ 
ington indicated theije would be 
no 
paring down of WPA, but nevertheless 
the quota still rem ains uncomfortably 
small. W ith luck and a continued in­ 
crease in private employment, how­ 
ever, we may get around this 
WPA 
trouble. 
Also we m ay survive the unhealthy 
situation of having no state appropria­ 
tions for relief during the last half of 
the present biennium, by continuing 
to finance it with sta te w arrants, or 
I.O.U.'s. 
But there is a third difficulty which 
will take m ore than luck to surm ount. 
The federal governm ent has curtailed 
transient relief in California, and al­ 
ready it is reflected in increased pan­ 
handling, in the recrudescence of hobo 


jungles, and in the possibility th at 
cities and counties will again have to 
open up flop houses and soup kitchens. 
Now w hatever may be said about 
returning much of the relief problem 
to m unicipalities and private charities, 
provision for transient 
unemployed 
will alw ays rem ain a federal respon­ 
sibility, 
since 
these 
wander 
from 
place to place and are citizens of no 
place and are citizens of no particular 
state. 
California cannot fairly be asked to 
provide for its overabundance of tra n ­ 
sients. 
We have m ore than the com­ 
bined total of 20 o th e r states, 
and 
nearly 12 percent of the entire na­ 
tional load. 
T his is one situation we cannot m ed­ 
dle through. 
We shall have ot m ake 
ourselves heard in W ashington, to con­ 
vince the federal governm ent th at the 
transient problem is rightfully its re­ 
sponsibility.—Exchange.

K I N S H I P OF W H I T E RACE 
TO I N D I A N S H E L D C L O S E 


W ashington—Forty years of inten­ 
sive research have convinced Dr. Ales 
H rdlicks, Sm ithsonian Institution an­ 
thropologist, that the Am erican Indian 
physically is a closer cousin of the 
white man th an is popularly supposed. 


Dr. H rdlicka has published results 
of his protracted 
study, 
contending 
more sim ilarities than differences ex­ 
ist betw een the two races, and th at 
the Indian was more like the w hite 
man than the Asiatic. 
“T hese basic sim ilarities speak con­ 
vincingly on the one hand for the 
Unity of the hum an species and on the 
other hand for a not-too-far-back sep­ 
aration of the white race 
and 
th at 
which gave eventually the Am erican 
Indian," he said. 
W riting in the A m erican Journal of 
Physical Anthropology, he summed up 
the evidence of thousands of m easure­ 
m ents and observations on individuals 
of both races, beginning with his o r­ 
iginal work on the Pueblo Indians in 
1898. 
He m easured the stature, head and 
face proportions, and the 
head 
and 
chest, hands and feet of each indivi­ 
dual and then made a statistical com­ 
parison of the two races. 
A nthropologists generally agree that 
the A m erican Indian originally cam e 
from Asia in prehistoric times over a 
then-existing land bridge across 
the 
Bering S trait, and spread southw ard 
over North and South America. 
The 
w hite race m ade its first im portant im ­ 
pression on the w estern hem isphere 
in historic tim es w hen the Spaniards 
invaded it on the heels of C hristopher 
Columbus. 
Thus, according to Dr. H rdlicka’s 
interpretation, apparently two closely 
related 
races 
with 
sim ilar 
origins 
m oved directly opposite each other 


around the world to m eet in the Am­ 
ericas. 
M easurem ents of the Pueblo Indians 
indicate that they w ere of mixed blood 
from far back, he declared, like m any 
other dom inant peoples of history. Dr. 
H rdlicka denied 
em phatically, 
how­ 
ever, that th ere was any evidence to 
support the old m yth th at the Pueblos 


had strains of other than Indian blood. 
The differences betw een the Indians 
and the w hite man, he added, 
are 
hereditary, but are due to some extent 
to the effects of 
different 
environ­ 
ments. 
The races are strikingly sim ­ 
ilar, he added, in th eir obedience to 
the natural laws which govern grow th 
and developm ent of the hum an body.
